Federation Secretary Edward D. Vandeleur listed the bills

1.A state Norris-LaGuardia 
act, which not only prohibits 
the issuance of temporary re- 
straining orders in labor dis- 
putes but also prevents the 
frame-up of union officials be- 
cause of unlawful acts of 
others. 

2. Amendments to the unem- 
ployment insurance act, extend- 
ing coverage to establishments 
employing one or more work- 
ers; inclusion of employes of 
political sub-divisions; elimina- 
tion of tips and gratuities in 
the computation of wages upon 
which unemployment insurance 


SOCIAL SECURITY 
AIDS 52,000,000 


Arthur T. Altmeyer, chairman of 
the social security board, stated 
that “more than 52,000,000 men and 
women employed in industry and 
commerce now have social security 
accounts.” Pointing out that the so- 
cial security program, now in its 
sixth year, has proved a vital factor 
in conserving the morale of em- 
ployes and their dependents, Mr. 
Altmeyer said: 

“Through this insurance system 
workers throughout the entire 
country are building up protection 
for themselves and their families. 
Approximately 1,000 benefit claims 
for retired wage earners and their 
aged wives and for widows, or- 
phans and dependent parents of 
workers who have died are now 
being approved daily. 

“While this insurance pro- 
tects workers’ families if old 
age or death cuts off earnings, 
unemployment compensation is 
providing similar insurance to 
help workers bridge the gaps 
between jobs. More than 28,- 
000,000 workers now have this 
protection under state laws op- 
erating in all the state. Butit 
is significant to note that the 
total amount of benefits actu- 
ally paid is declining. In July 
of this year, unemployment 
benefits totaled almost $56,000,- 
000. In November, the last 
month for which figures are 


available, the total was approx-

3. Amendments to the state 
compensation insurance act, as 
authorized by the convention 
and executive council of the 
federation. 

4. Amendments to the alco- 
holic beverages control act, 
providing that draught beer be 
permitted to have the same al- 
coholic content as bottled beer. 
“The proposed state 

Guardia act is exactly similar to 
the national law,’ Vandeleur said, 
“and clause No. 1125 provides: ‘No 
officer or member of any associa- 
tion or organization, and no asso- 
ciation or organization participating 
or interested in a labor dispute 
shall be held responsible or liable 
in any court of this state for the 
unlawful acts of individual officers, 
members, or agents, except upon 
clear proof of actual participation 
in, or actual authorization of, such 
acts, or of ratification of such acts 
after actual knowledge thereof’.” 
To Amend Insurance Act 

Vandeleur further said that the 
amendment to the unemployment 
insurance act, extending covering 
to workers in plants employing one 
or more, also provided for the cov- 
erage of agricultural workers, 
whom he described as the “ones 
most in need of protection.” 

He declared also that most of the 
changes in the workmen's compen- 
sation act proposed by the federa- 
tion were similar to those con- 
tained in the Foley bill which the 
last legislature failed to enact. He 
said that an analysis of the new 
measure would be made available 
to all unions shortly. 

“There are many more meas- 
ures which the California State 
Federation of Labor intends to 
introduce within the next few 
days,” the federation secretary 
said. “They have all been 
drafted, in accordance with con- 
vention and executive council 
instructions, and as soon as 
they are introduced announce- 
ment will be made.”

To Name Bargaining 


Employes designated unions af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor as their sole bargain- 
ing representative in 109 New 
York state labor relations board 
elections last year, Edward J. 
Kelley, the board’s examiner in 
charge of employe balloting, re- 
ported. CIO unions won _ thirty- 
seven elections and independent la- 
bor organizations fourteen. 

As an indication of the extent of 
employe interest in the balloting, 
Mr. Kelly noted that 16,953 work- 
ers, or 92 per cent of those quali- 
fied, went to the polls during 1940. 
A. F. of L. and CIO organizations 
clashed on the ballot in thirty-one 
elections, with independent unions 
as a third contestant in four of 
these, the tabulation showed. The

A. F. of L. was unopposed in 155 
elections and the CIO in thirty-two. 
There were ten contests between 
A. F. of L. and independent unions 
and six between CIO affiliate and 
independents. 

During most of the year the 
NLRB permitted employes to re- 
cord a vote for no union on ballots 
listing two or more unions, instead 
of requiring them to make a choice 
among the rival labor organizations.

Anti-Trust 
Trials Again 
Postponed 


Cases to Be Heard in 
February or March 


Trial of several bay area labor 
leaders on indictments brought un- 
der the Sherman Anti-Trust act, 
originally slated to start January 
21, in Federal Judge St. Sure’s 
court, was postponed until some 
time in February or March, it was 
announced last week. 


Attorneys representing the union 


officials said “it is questionable 
whether this delay is of any bene- 
fit whatever to the defendants. 


Contracts similar to the ones men- 


tioned in the indictments are com- 


ing up for renewal from time to 
time, and this criminal prosecu- 
tion, or persecution, serves every 
purpose of an injunction in that it 
prevents action by the labor. or- 
anizations for the protection of 
their wage scales, due to their fear 


that any step they may take @py 
be a violation of the federal law.” 


No Strikes on Rails 


The national mediation board, 


which administers the railway la-| 


bor act, reported the successful 
functioning of this measure during 
1940 in the settlement of railway 
disputes. ‘There was not an essen- 
tial interruption to interstate com- 
merce in the air or on the rails, nor 
was it necessary for the president 
to issue any proclamations creating
